President J ohn G. Weav er of the Univ ersity of 
Missouri has issued an ex plicit statement of warning that 
the institution will not tolerate actions by any indiv iduals 
or groups which interfere with its normal activ ities. 
The statement of policy cov en the four campuses of 
the Univ ersity and it is addressed to the students and 
employ es. 
Hopefully , the term “ employ es'* cov ers all who work 
for the Univ ersity and especially the faculty . Employ es as 
it is used in connection with an institution of higher 
learning often refers to hourly workers or the blue collar 
segment. 
A great deal of the inspiration for the trouble on 
many college campuses has come from discontented 
faculty members. 
This was notably true at Columbia Univ ersity in New 
York City . Many faculty members there were willing to 
march ami disrupt the regular process of the Univ ersity as 
well as to speak in sy mpathy with the discontented. 
This is intolerable conduct and is especially to be 
condemned when it comes from those who should be 
ex erting constructiv e leadership. 
It is a sad commentary on our civ ilization that it was 
deemed necessary or ev en desirable for Dr. Weav er to 
issue a statement of warning at this time. 
The message should hav e been takas for granted as a 
natural consequence of attending school or teaching at 
the Univ ersity of Missouri. But the permissiv eness of this 
age has been so ex tensiv e and it has been so abused that 
rules of good conduct, ev en those which inv olv e the 
minimum ex pectation, must be spelled out clearly . 
People must be told their responsibilities like children. 
Dr. Weav er has done this in a dear statement which 
calls for immediate ex pulsion and threatens ultimate 
dismissal for disruptiv e activ ities, the unauthorized 
occupation of Univ ersity facilities or any interference 
with normal activ ities and prohibits discussion of issues 
“ under any form of duress/'

DOCK TALKS 
It requires no cry stal ball to predict that contract 
negotiations between the International Longshoremen's 
Association and the New York Shipping Association, 
scheduled to begin Wednesday , J uly 10, will be difficult. 
Talks between the dockers and the shippers rarely are 
smooth. Besides, the contract that ex pires at midnight 
Sept. 30, was negotiated four y ears ago.

It might be noted in passing, too, that he participated 
in the cov erage of the plane crash that brought death to 
Will Rogers and Wiley Post in Alaska and in the 
Wey erhuaser kidnaping. He was a member of the AP 
staffs cov ering two national political conv entions.

copy boy s. Today they were becoming a v anishing breed.
